Response to Request for Reconsideration 

This action is in response to Applicant's request for reconsideration October 13, 2005. 
Claims 1-7 and 9-11, 13-34 are pending in the present application. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed October 13, 2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant previously argued that Bonell fails to teach reconfiguration of how network 
traffic is processed. In response, the PTO stated that Bonnell teaches modifying "event log" at 
col. 7, lines 32-44 was equivalent to reconfiguration. Applicant further argues that Bonell' s 
event log has no apparent effect on future processing because the event log is a recording of past 
events. The PTO respectfully disagrees. Col. 7, lines 36-44 specifically discloses an agent 
modifying its even log. The agent then propagates a message to all other consoles in the network 
that are registered with the agent to receive information about the affected resources. Recipient 
console modify their own event caches in response to the agent's message, with the result that all 
consoles in the network are automatically updated and coordinated regarding attempts to handle 
an event. The fact that all consoles are updated has direct effect on future processing of the 
network because it allows the consoles to coordinate in an attempt to handle future event.
